In view of the phenomenal advance
in the prices for live stock In the Ar-
gentine and the probabllity that they
may reach stll greatar helzhits, par-
ticularly if the Euaropean war contin-
ues, it Is assumed toat the estancleros
who seck cattle In the United Stotos
will he prepared to. pany well for
cholee stock,

The cattle show at Ialerino, which
is an anzaal fixture and which s con-
dldered «n economic ; harometer of
prosperity in the republic has  just
cloged with fesults taht are far more
enecournging then could have heen dx-
pected, It mado glain the fact that
in whatever other ways tho country
might be suffering depression, its
basls Industry-——cattle grading—pros-
pers as never before.

The Argentine has sufered trade
disturbance as a result of the war, nd
during the nast two years the country
hos been passing through what s
called here o “crisis of progress’—
the result of lavish expenditure of
borrowed eaplital in natlonal and pro-
vinciel public works.
